Victory came on the Sec- 
ond ballot after Aristide Briand, 
who trailed Doumer on the first 
ballot, Rad withdrawn his candi- 
dacy. 

The official count gave. Doumer 
504 votes to 334 for Senator Pierre 
Marraud, who had the backing of 
the Socialists.

401 votes to Doumer's 442 in the 
first ballot, started-back to Paris 
accompanied by only two of his 
associates. The. lingering crowd 
cheered him as he left the palace 
grounds. Before he left the hall

The wage controversy between 
the Pyblic Service Co. and the 
union of its employes, which has 
reached the point of a strike bal- 
lot, resulted from notfce of can- 
cellation of the wage contract giv- 


en. by the company some three 
weeks ago, to be effective next 
Tuesday. 


Union mep have been working 
under an agreement based on the 
findings “and award of the State 
Public Service /Commission in a 
case submitted to it in 1928. At 
that time the union 
sought a wage increase of about 
5 cents an hour. The company 
proposed a reduction. When the 
controversy assumed the aspect of 
a threatened strike, Mayor Miller 
intervened and induced both sides 
to accept arbitration by the Public 
Service Commission which is 
authorized by law to act upon 
agreement by both parties to a dis- 
pute. . 

Arbiter States Both Sides. 

The findings and award gave an 
increase of 2 cents an hour to 
trainmen and slightly higher  in- 
creases to some other classifica- 
tions where fewer men were in- 
volved, and specified certain work- 
ing conditions and practices to be 
followed.

and humorous.” 
Stimson’s recent 
newspapers here said it added proof 
to their charges that “the Amer- 
ican bourgeotsie is back of a Rus- 
sian intervention plot.” 

“In order to misinterpret well- 
known facts to such an exte as 
Stimson did,” Izvestia said, “one 
must have an extremely naive, .un- 
informed public. American diplo- 
inmacy admits itself an angel of 
peace to whom the world should 
be grateful for its interferenee in 
settling the conflict between China 
and Russia. We are sorry that 
Mark Twdin is not alive because 
he would enjoy and write a most 
humorous article on Stimson’s ren-

T is a sad and significant commentary 
& the Western world that the policies 

which are most needed to brifig conva- 
seence and heaith to its comrmmon life 
have least chance of general aceeptanc>. 
mveryone wants peace. ‘but there are-only a 
few who are willing to pay the price which 
* ae demands. It is hardly necessary to 

gate at this late hour that the real root 
of international conflict lies in the sphere 
of economics. Racial prejudice and bicotry 
may aggravate the animosity between 
nations, but their basis lies in a conflict of 
economic interest. 

The chief economic perils to the peace 
of the world at the present timie are trriff 
barnters, reparations and the expanding 
Russian economy. The first of these is be- 
coming more urgent.

When Dickerman 
testified that the holding company 
had not charged its subsidiaries le- 
gal, accounting and engineering 
fees, Healy had him repeat his tes- 
timony, explaining that such a 
practice was worthy of emphasis.
